Gorme died Saturday in Las 
Vegas after a brief illness, her 
publicist said -- without dis¬ 
closing what had ailed her. Her 
husband Steve Lawrence, her 
son and other family members 
were by her side at the time. 


Eydie has been my p artner 
on stage and in life for more 
than 55 years. I fell m love 
with her die moment 1 saw her 
and even more the first time I 
heard her sing," Lawrence 
said. 11 While my personal loss 
is unimaginable, the world lias 
lost one of the greatest pop vo¬ 
calists of all time." 

Ms. Gorme, who was bom 
m New York City to S ephardie 
Jewish parents, grew up spea¬ 
king English and Spanish. 
When she and her husband 
were at tire height of then ca¬ 
reer as a team in 19 £54, the 
president of Columbia Records 


suggested she pat that Spanish 
to use tn the recording studio. 

The result was “Amor," 
recorded with the Mexican 
combo Trio Los Paudios. 

The song became a hit 
throughout Latin America, 
which resulted m more record¬ 
ings for the Latino market, and 
Mr Lawrence and Ms Gorme 
performed as a duo throughout 
Latin America 

In addition to her husband 
and son, Gorme is survived by 
her granddaughter.

The car, which has been 
named Stella, has large solar 
panels on its roof and can 
travel up to 430 miles. 

The car, which was re¬ 
cently unveiled m London, 
can hold four passengers, can 
even travel around 350 miles 
■without the sunshine. 

Team Manager, Lex Haef- 
sloot, at Eindhoven Univer¬ 
sity of Technology, said that 
his team strongly believes 
that the car of the future is 
much lighter, aerodynamic 
and efficient. 


Hoefsloot asserted that 
solar panels are the solution 
for a sustainable future, and 
they can increase the range of 
your car. 

Ne added that the solar 
cells an the roof of the car 
cost only 3,581 pounds. 

Stella is also the world's 
first 'energy positive' car, 


which means that it produces 
more energy then it uses. 

Made from lightweight 
materials, such as carbon 
fibre, the car weighs a mere 
38Dkg, which is 1,120kg 
lighter tlian the average elec¬ 
tric car.

Snowden's father has visa to visit Russia 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
father of fugitive intelligence 
leaker Edward Snowden has 
obtained a visa to visit lus son 
in Russia, the family lawyer 
said yesterday 

Attorney Bruce Fein said he 
and Lon Snowden will both 
visit Russia very soon, but 
would not say when. 

"We have visas We have a 
date which we won't discuss be¬ 
cause of tlie frenzy," Fein said 
on ABC television's program 
“Tliis Week". 

Lon Snowden said on the 
same program that he has not 
spoken to his son since he fled 
tiie United States 

Edward Snowden, a dD- 
y ear-old former National Secu¬ 
rity Agency computer admi¬ 
nistrator, is wanted in the 
United States for espionage and 
other :harges after leaking de¬ 


tails of vast US telephone and 
Internet surveillance pro grans. 

Lon Snowden said he wants 
his soil to return to America at 
some point but light now does 
not. think he would get a fair 
trial, as many lawmakers and 
members of the public have 
branded Snowden a traitor. 

"If you consider the state¬ 
ments by the leaders m Con¬ 
gress, they are irresponsible and 
inconsistent with our system Df 
justice They have poisoned die 
well in terms o f a jury pool," he 
said 

He added. "Where my son 
chooses to live the rest of lus 
life is ins decision. But I would 
like for him to be able to come 
back to the US." 

Russia recently granted 
Snowden a year's asylum after 
he spent weeks marooned at a 
Moscow airport. 


The decision angered the US 
and was cited by Washington as 
one o f the reasons for pa stpon- 
mg a summit scheduled for next 
month between President 
Barack Obama and his Russian 
counterpart Vladimir Putin 
In response to the public 
outcry over the NS A spying 
programs, including by some 
legislators in his own Demo¬ 
cratic Party, Obama on Friday 
unveiled measures to allow for 
more oversight of and trans¬ 
parency m tiie surveillance, 
which the Obama administra¬ 
tion insists is essential to pre¬ 
venting terrorist attacks 

Snowden's father said yes¬ 
terday that Obama was "driven 
by his clear understanding that 
tiie American people are un¬ 
happy ’with what they've 
learned and more is forth com-

WASHINGTON - The White 
House says it's seeking justice 
for the 1935 murder of a U S. 
federal agent now that a Mex¬ 
ican drug lord's conviction has 
been overturned 

National Security Council 
spokeswoman Caitlin Hayden 
says the United States is 
deeply concerned by Rafael 
Caro Quintero's release from 
prison Friday 

Caro Quintero was sen¬ 
tenced to 40 years m prison for 
the 19S5 kidnapping and 
killing of DEA agent Enrique 
Cam arena but a Mexican fe¬ 
deral court ordered Ins release 
last week, saying he had been 
improperly tried in a federal 


court for state crimes. The S0- 
year-old walked out of a prison 
in the western state of Jalisco 
early on Friday, after serving 
23 years of his sentence 

Tire US Department of Jus¬ 
tice said it. found the court's de¬ 
cision "deeply troubling" hi a 
statement, it said: "Hie Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, and especially 
the Dmg Enforcement Admin¬ 
istration, is extremely disap¬ 
pointed with tins result." 

Hayden said in a statement 
yesterday that, the United 
States is working with Mexi¬ 
can authorities to see that 
those responsible for Ca¬ 
in arena's murder face justice 
in the U.S 


SEOUL (AFP) - Asiana Air¬ 
lines said yesterday it was of¬ 
fering an initial compensation 
payment worth $ 10,000 to all 
surviving passengers onboard 
a plane that crashed m San 
Francisco last month killing 
three people. 

Tire South Korean airline 
recently started offering the 
cash to help the 23 S surviving 
passengers meet urgent me¬ 
dical expenses and other needs 
before final compensation 
amounts are decided later, an 
A se an a sp ok es worn an told 
AFP 

“Tins is a minimum pay¬ 
ment we are offering for all 
passengers, regardless of 
whether they were injured or 
not," she said, adding the 
amount will be deducted from 
the total compensation once it 
is decided 

Those who were relatively 
unharmed and whose ultimate 
compensation may come to 
less than $10,0DO will still he 
allowed to keep the rest o f the 
money, she added. 

Suspect 
parcel leaves 
two ill at JFK 
airport 

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Two customs inspectors at 
New York's John F Kennedy 
airport fell ill yesterday after 
handling a parcel in a mail 
center that apparently con¬ 
tained a toxic chemical, local 
media reported. 

The Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation (FBI) confirmed 
that it dispatched a hazardous 
response team to screen the 
two workers and the package 
for what a spokesman called 
'possible contaminants." 

On its website, the New 
York Post claimed the parcel 
had tested positive for a nave 
gas known as VX, but police 
sources told AFP it could be 
several days before the exact 
nature of the substance is es¬ 
tablished. 

Local news channel 
WNBC sad the two customs 
inspectors had recovered 
from their nausea and de¬ 
clined further medical help. 
Citing a law enforcement of¬ 
ficial, the station added that 
the package may have origi¬ 
nated in China 

Hie incident - winch had 
no impact on any JFK pas¬ 
senger terminal or flight op¬ 
erations - came after a week 
of heightened concerns in the 
Urn t e d £ tates ov er a p otenti al 
terrorist attack overseas. 


The latest o ffer is not a set¬ 
tlement and will not affect on¬ 
going or future lawsuits filed 
by passengers, the spokes¬ 
woman added 

South Korea's second- 
largest air carrier is faced with 
a horde of legal battles after 
the July 6 crash, which left, 
three dead and some 180 in¬ 
jured. 

The tail of the Boeing 777 
passenger jet from Shanghai 
via Seoul broke off after clip¬ 
ping a seawall short of the run¬ 
way, prompting the aircraft, 
skid out of control and catch 
file 


Alongside Id crewmem¬ 
bers the aircraft was carrying 
291 passengers -- many of 
them Chinese -- and more than 
120 of them escaped un¬ 
harmed. The cause of the crash 
is under investigation by US 
aviation authorities. 

A group of S3 passengers 
on board the flight filed a law¬ 
suit in July seeking millions 
from Boeing and warned their 
claim may be expanded to in¬ 
clude Asiana later 

Other groups of passengers 
have reportedly filed separate 
suits in tlis US

Heatwave kills four in Japan 


TOKYO (AFP) - A heatwave 
stifled Japan Sunday as the 
temperature topped 40 de¬ 
grees Celsius (104 Fahrenheit 
) in two cities, leaving at least 
four people dead over the 
weekend, officials and re¬ 
ports said. 

The Japan Meteorological 
Agency said the temperature 
reached 40.6 C m Kafu, 100 
kilometres (50 miles) west af 


Tokyo, in mid-afternoon. 

The weather agency had 
warned early Sunday that the 
temperature would soar past 
35 C in 39 of the country's 47 
pre fe ctures It warae d p eop 1 e 
to drink plenty of water and 
use air-conditioners. 

On Saturday the mercury 
topped 40 C for the first time 
in Japan since August 2D07, 
when it had reached an all¬ 


time high of 40.9 C in two 
separate cities. 

The heatwave, also grip¬ 
ping parts of China, has been 
caused by a Pacific high pres¬ 
sure system covering mo st af 
the Japanese islands, the 
weather agency said. 

In early July a heatwave in 
the country claimed at least a 
dozen lives, according to 
media reports 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel 
is to vaccinate all children 
against polio, after "thou¬ 
sands" of people m the south 
of the country were found to 
be earners.

French banks turn corner 
after turbulent year 

PARIS (AFP) - French banks 
are hack in the good graces of 
investors after turning in sur¬ 
prisingly strong quarterly re¬ 
sults that appeal' to show they 
have put the worst of the euro¬ 
zone crisis behind them. 

Top French bank BNP 
Paribas turned in a 4 7 percent 
drop in earmngs to I 7 b billion 
euros for the April to June pe¬ 
riod, a much smaller fall than 
had been exp ected by the mar¬ 
ket. 

Meanwhile Credit Ague ole 
reported that its second-quarter 
profits soared 60 percent to 
L 39 billion euros and So a etc 
Generate also largely beat ex¬ 
pectations at 955 million euros. 

"They are good results in 
general for the three banks" 
even if the asset sales and write 
downs they underto ok last year 
to react to the eurozone crisis 
made for difficult comparisons', 
said Gabrieli a Serres, an ana¬ 
lyst at Aurel BGC brokerage 

Hie price of shares m BNP 
Panbas has risen by 3.4 percent 
since the reporting season 
began two weeks ago, while 
Credit Agricole's shares rose by 
13.4 percent, and So Crete Gen¬ 
eral e's shot, up by 17 4 percent 

Meanwhile the overall CAG 
4D index has risen by 3.7 per¬ 
cent 

" Wh ether you 1 o ok at die di- 
recti on of tlie results or capital 
base, the results held up pretty 
well, especially in comparison 
with the rest of Europe," said 
Cyril Moll and, a bank analyst 
at Kepler Cheuvreux broker¬ 


age. 

Between maintaining new 
capital adequacy requirements, 
markets roiled by the eurozone 
crisis and economic slowdown, 
French banks have been under 
pressure to trim their sails. 

In 3012 Credit Agivcole sold 
at a loss its Greek unit Ernpo- 
nki and p arted with its broker¬ 
age Cheuvr eux. S o ci ete 
Generate also offloaded its 
Greek unit; Geniki, and sold its 
stake m US asset manager 
TCW. 

The three banks also scaled 
hack their corporate and invest¬ 
ment bank operations, and re¬ 
duced thsir holdings of risky 
stocks and bonds 

At the same time they 
launched cost-cutting pro¬ 
grammes: 90D million euros 
over three years at Societe 
Generale, 650 million euros 
over three years at Credit. Agn- 
cole and BNP is aiming for 3 0 
billion euros over four years. 

The results for the first half 
of tins year thus looked 
favourable compared with out¬ 
comes for the same period last 
year, when the banks were 
forced to book exceptional 
charges. 

But with business activity 
by these banks holding steady, 
or even growing, despite the re¬ 
cession m France, investors 
were pleased. 

Hie banks also managed to 
keep under control their provi¬ 
sions for loans that risk not 
being be repaid, another 
closely watched figure by in¬ 
vestors in tough economic 
times 


US & EU car industries pull out of ditch 


PARIS (AFP) - Car industries 
in the EJmted States and Eu¬ 
rope are showing clear signs of 
getting back on track after se¬ 
vere setbacks in the financial 
and debt crises. 

Hie US auto market re¬ 
turned to pre-crisis levels in 
July and the slump in Euro¬ 
pean sales seemed to ease. 

US car sales reached the 
best levels for seven years as 
American consumers are being 
encouraged by low interest 
rates and a bo om in the shale 
oil and gas industry 

A closely watched indica¬ 
tor, the sales adjusted annu¬ 
alised rate (SAAR), gave a 
reading o f 15.67 million units, 
allowing die sector to return to 
die volumes it knew b efore the 
3DOT global financial crisis 
that crippled die sector. 

It's a stunning recovery 
from a deep and painful down¬ 
turn winch pushed General 
Motors and Chrysler into 
bankruptcy in the wake of the 
2 00S financi al cri sis and win ch 
forced the American auto in¬ 
dustry to undergo massive re¬ 
structuring 

Both GM and Ford last 
mo nth rep orted b etter-than- ex- 
pected results for the qualter 
win I e Chrysler inflated die 
e aming s o f its p arent co mp any 
Fiat. 

Hie Japanese - key players 
on the US car market -- are 
also faring well Boosted by a 
fall of the yen, the leading 
world automaker Toyota raised 
its annual forecast despite a 
fall in global sales Nissan, on 


the other hand, confirmed its 
targets even though its number 
of registrations fell 

Europe has also experi¬ 
enced a sunnier spell, even 
though the debt-burdened con¬ 
tinent has t een much slower to 
restructure its auto sector as 
governments pull the breaks in 
fear of higher unemployment 
if'plants are shut down. 

Earlier this month, BMW 
said weak European markets 
and higher competition would 
continue to provide challenges 
m the second half of the year 
In July, registrations in Ger¬ 
many rose by 3.1 percent, 
while Spam experienced a 14 3 
percent use, although tins was 
with the help of government 
subsidies far the replacement 
of an old car with a new one 
Such temporary schemes in 
other European countries to 
support the auto industry after 
tlie financial crass were fol¬ 
lowed by a slump in sales. 

But overall, the latest num¬ 
bers may mean that the drop in 
EU registrations is slowing 
down. In the first quarter die 
figure fell by 6 6 percent com¬ 
pared with a year' earlier — but 
numbers to confirm a trend 
will not be available until Sep¬ 
tember. 

An up-tick would do won¬ 
ders for car makers such as 
France's PS A Peugeot Citroen, 
which is still highly dependent 
on Europe and winch has man¬ 
aged to cut its quarterly debt in 
almost half. 

Hie group, which has in ef¬ 
fect been rescued via govern¬ 


ment help for its credit arm. 
said it was pulling out of the 
worst part of its crisis and had 
no plans now to raise new cap¬ 
ital 

But other European players 
which focused more on the in¬ 
ternational market are still 
doing better, such as French 
firm Renault and in particular 
German auto manufacturers 
like Daimler, BMW and Volk¬ 
swagen -- all reporting solid 
second-quarter results. 

Still, analy sts and car mak¬ 
ers alike are preparing for a 
near 5.0-percent drop on die 
European market this year 
from die already depressed 
level last year. 

Industry forecaster IHS Au¬ 
tomotive said it does not ex¬ 
pect the French market to 
return to pre-cri sis levels until 
3017, and forecasts sales m 
Spain and Italy to remain at 
very law levels. 

Aside from the US market, 
hope is mainly pinned on 
emerging markets and in par¬ 
ticular China -- the world's 
biggest auto market now dom¬ 
inated by American, German 
and Japanese carmakers. 

In die first half of die year, 
sales there surged by 13.3 per¬ 
cent to 10 78 million 

Russia, winch in a few 
years could overtake Germany 
to become Europe's biggest 
market and last year accounted 
for a record 2.93 million car 
sales, has experienced a drop 
in sales for several months as 
economic growth m die coun¬ 
try slows.

Go home or face ar¬ 
rest" drove through London 
for a week last month m a 
pilot scheme by the interior 
ministry that has sparked 
widespread criticism. 

In a campaign that critics 


have dubbed the "racist van - , 
the trucks were driven 
through several areas of Lon¬ 
don with large ethnic minor¬ 
ity populations 

Posters, leaflets and adver¬ 
tisements in local newsp apers 
are still carrying the message 
as part of the campaign. 

"Tire Advertising Stan¬ 


d ar ds Authority has 1 aim eh e d 
a formal investigation into 
the Home Office ‘Go Home' 
ad campaign following 60 
complaints," a spokesman for 
the watchdog said 

Complainants said the 
phrase "go home was partic¬ 
ularly "offensive and irre¬ 


sponsible" as it was reminis¬ 
cent of slogans used by 
British racist groups in the 
past, he added.

TORONTO (AFP) - World 
number one Serena Williams 
steamrolled Sorana Cirstea b- 
2, 6 -D on Sunday to win the 
WTA title in Toronto and sig¬ 
nal her readiness for a US 
Open title bid 

The 31-year-old American, 
stung by a fourth-round Wim¬ 
bledon exit after grabbing her 
16 th Grand Slam crown at 
Roland Garros, cl aimed a third 
Canadian title to go with those 
she won in 2001 and 2D 11 

Williams needed just (51 
minutes to notch her eighth tri¬ 
umph of 2013 and the 54th of 
her career 

It was a perfect prep for her 
defence of the US Open title, 
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with Williams hoping she can 
put her Australian Open and 
Wimb 1 e d on di s app ointment s 
behind her when the last Grand 
Siam of die year begins on Au¬ 
gust 26. 

"I'm disappointed 1 didn't 
win Wimbledon or Australia," 
said Williams, who is slated 
for one more kardcouit tuneup 
at Cincinnati next week "I'm 
Eil ways insatiable " 

Cirstea, who had beaten 
thre e top -10 p 1 ayers eii route to 
the final in Caroline Wozni¬ 
acki, Petra Kvitova and Li Na 
as well as fanner warid num¬ 
ber one Jeleua Jankovic, 
couldn't pull off another upset, 
although Williams acknowl¬ 
edged the 2 3-year-old Roman¬ 
ian's run had caught her 
attention 

"I know she's so capable of 
winning big matches," 
Williams said. "And she's had 
so many big upsets tins week. 
1 didn't want to be another ca¬ 
sualty. " 

In tiie end however, it was 
never dose as Williams 
handed Cirstea a third straight- 
sets defeat in as many meet¬ 
ings. Cirstea has never 
managed to take more than 


two games off Williams in a 
set 

Despite her growing confi¬ 
dence, Ciistea's nerves betrayed 
her as she opened the match 
with a double fault, and deliv¬ 
ered another double to surren¬ 
der her serve in the first game. 

On tiie verge of another 
break m the third game, she 
produced her best rally of the 
match to keep Williams at bay 
briefly, but the American 
gained the break on her third 
opportunity for a 3-0 lead. 

Even so, Williams wasn't at 
her best, massaging a thigh and 
exhorting herself after way¬ 
ward shots. 

An on-co urt discussion 
with coach Darren Cahill at the 
changeover energized Cirstea. 
She broke Williams at love and 
held to narrow the gap to 3-2, 
but die magic didn't last. 

Williams won the last three 
games to pocket the set in 37 
minutes 

Ano ther p ep -t alk from 
Cahill at 3-0 in the second set 
couldn't help Cirstea, her only 
flash of resistance coming 
when she saved a first match 
point, only to smack a fore¬ 
hand wide on the second
